UN NEW SULTAN 


Ancient Rite Will Take 
Place in Mosque. 


And Will Be Witnessed by No! 


Foreign Eyes—Girding on of 
Sword Is Equivalent to Coro- 
nation—Distress in Massacre 
Districts Is Being Relieved. 


Constantinople, May 9.—Reviewing 
stands are being put up in the princi- 
pal streets of Stamboul today pre- 
paratory to the procession tomorrow 
following the girding of the sword on 
Mehmed V. This ceremony, correspond- 
ing to that of coronation, will take 
place in the Mosque Ayoub, the single 
mosque in Constantinople which Chris- 
tians are not allowed to enter or even 
congregate about the entrance oF 
court vard. It will last but a few min- 
utes, and no foreign eyes will witness 
the ancient rite of the spiritual power 
consigning the temporal power to the 


sultan. ; 

A stand has been erected for the 
diplomatic corps and distinguished 
foreigners some eight or ten blocks 
from the mosque. The sultan will pro- 
ceed from the Dolmabagtsch palace to 
the mosque, and from there, attended 
by the grand vizier, the Shetk-Ul- 
Islam, and many other functionaries, 
will go to the Top Kapou palace, about 
6 miles distant, to kiss the robe of 
the prophet. The sultan’s train is ex- 
pected to make a_ rich display of 
fabrics, jeweled arms and fine horses. 

Relief Work itn Adana. 

The government is taking hold of 
the relief work tn Adana province with 
vigor. It was announced today that 
$150,000 had been sent there. 

The grand vizier and Ferid Pasha, the 
minister of the interior, received a dep- 
utation of Armenian clergy and latty 
yesterday, headed by Arscharanli, per- 
sonal representative of the patriarchate, 
who was assured the government would 
inquire thoroughly into the Adana 
massacres, and severely punish those 
guilty of inciting them. 

A number of notable Armenians met 
here today and submitted to the gov- 
ernment the folMowing requests: 

|. That the murderers of Christians 
be punished. 

2. That stolen property be -«#eturned 
and indemnities be paid for property 
destroy ed. 

3. That the women and girls who 
were stolen be returned, and also that 
men and women who were compelled 
forcibly to adopt Mohammedanism be 
ailowed to resume their original faith. 

4. Bhat the investigation conducted 
under the chairmanship of the governor 
general be suspended and that a new 
investigation of the disorders from 
their-commencement be made by a mil- 
itary commission. 

5. That Christians 
participate in the local 
lishment, and, 

6. That Armenians be allowed to par- 
ticipate in defraying ‘the oost of erect- 
ing a monument to those who have 
fallen in the army of liberty. 

The agricultural bank has arranged to 
loan $75,000 without interest to the 
farmers of Adatia province to aid them 
in planting new crops.

The two vessels were sent to 
Turkish waters for the protection of 
American interests.

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SUMMONS CAME TO HEF

Author of “St. Elmo,’’ ‘“Beu- 
Popular Novels Was Native 
of Georgia, Having Been 
Born in Columbus—74 Years 
Old at Time of Her Death. 


Mobile Ala. May  9.—(Special.)— 
Death came almost instantly to Mrs. 
Augusta Evans Wilson, the well-known 
southern authoress, while she was 
dressing this morning at her home, 
No. 930 Government street, causing a 
distinct shock to her relatives and 
friends all over thexcountry. Death 
was due to an attack of. heart failure. 
Arising early this morning, Mrs. WiI- 
son seemed to be in the best of health, 
considering her advanced age. She 
retired early on Saturday night, and 
was in the best of spirits. 

Died While Dressing. 

Shortly befere 7 o’clock, while dress- 
ing, she was seized with heart trouble 
and died before any assistance could 
be given her. 

Mrs. Wilson was born at Columbus, 
Ga., May §&8, 1835, and was, therefore, 
74 years of age. Her parents were 
|Matthew Ryan and Sarah Howard 
Evans, of that city, and at the age 
of 11 years she accompanied them to 
San Antonio, Texas, remaining there 
for thtee years. She came to this city 
more than sixty years ago, and had 
resided here continually ever since. 
Her marriage in 1868, in this city, to 
Célonel L. M. Wilson, a well-known 
banker in his time, was an event that 
was long remembered. He died in 
191, and there were no children. 

The death of Mr. Wilson was & 
shock to her, from which she never 
fully recovered. It was here that Mrs. 
Wilson came into “Ashland,” the home 
of her ideal, which was built seventy 
years ago, located on Spring Hill ave~- 
nue, and, though since given over to 
strides of commercialism, is now the 
ideal of a great city. of people, al- 
though the mansfon still stands to 


}perpetuate the memory of Mrs. Wil- 
son, the beautiful grounds having been 
divided into residence lots. 


Her Notable Novels, 

It was at that old home that Mrs. 
Wilson produced such popular books 
as “Ine,” “A Tale of the Alamo,” 
“Beulah,” “Macaria,” “St. Elmo,” a 
book written during the close of the 
war, and probably her greatest 
work. Among her other notable works 
were ‘Vashti,” “Infelice,” “At the 
Mercy of Tiberius” and “The Speckled 
Bird.” Her first book was “Inez,” 
written in 1856, and her last produc- 
tion was “Devota,” in 1907. 

Mrs. Wilson spent the evening time 
‘of her beautiful and even life in re- 
and quietness verging on 
She cared to ‘see only her 
personal friends, although, in spite of 
her age, she was in most excellent 
health and quite active. In her latter 
days she refused to be interviewed by 
newspaper men as to her works and 
life, avoiding all publicity and feeling 
perhaps somewhat piqued because of 
certain criticism and strictures on her 
publication, “The Speckled Bird.” 

Mrs. Wilson is survived by three sis-

He Scatters Libraries, but 
Bars Them to Labor. 


Alexander Irvine Says Carnegie 
Works His Laborers Twelvs 
Hours a Day So They Won’t 
Have Time to Read—Socia! 
Conditions in Pittsburg. 


New York, May 9.—Speaking, from 
the same pulpit in which he praised 
John D. Rockefeller last Sunday, Alex- 
ander Irvine, a socialist and lay preach- 
er, bitterly attacked Andrew Carnegie 
in a- sermon at the Church of the As- 
cension, here tonight. 

The address was principally in the 
form of an answer to what Mr. Irvine 
styled Mr. Carnegie’s criticism of socia]- 
ism in one of the ftronmaster’s books. 
To add strength to his remarks, the 
speaker quoted from “Pittsburg Sur- 
vey,” a compilation of ‘statistics gath- 
ered under the direction of the Rev. 
Dr. Edward T.* Devine, of this city, 
who studieq Pittsburg’s social cond!- 
tions under the provision of the will 
of Russell Sage, creating a fund for 
such work. 

“Mr. Carnegie,” 
“scatters libraries broadcast for the 
working men, but works his ‘laborers 
twelve hours a day; they wen't have 
time to read the books. 

“The ‘Pittsburg Survey’ tells us that 
unions have been killed off practically 
in Pittsburg. And the same authority 
tells us that laborers in Mr. Carnegie’s 
steel works of the same grade as their 
fellow workers inthe Philadelphia coal 
mines, get 40 per cent less in wages. 
There are 17,000 men in the Carnegie 
plants, yet only 120 work eight hours 
a day. The rest work twelve hours a 
day and s n days a week. 

“Mr. Car fe, at a dinner of forty- 
five of hi sociages, dwelt on the 
fact that but two of them had 
been workm in the steel plants, and 
the entire, forty-five were now mil- 
lionaires as the résult of their steel 
holdings. | 

“This he advanced as an argument in 
favor of the present condition of things. 
We do not want a few big men at that 
awful cost; the cost is too dear. What 
we want is a general uplift of work- 
ingmen.”’

Washington, Mat 9.—A report, which 
an important contribution 
discussion of the proposed 
is made to the bureau of 
of the department of 
commerce and labor by Charles M. 
Pepper, the special agent, who has 
been investigating fiseal affairs in Eu- 
rope. Mr. Pepper that for the 
vear ending. March 31, 1§909. the 
revenue from the income tax In Great 
Britain was $1!65,000,000. This tax in 
1908 was thegreatest single source of 
revenue, exceeding the excise imposts 
by $1 500,000, and the customs receipts 
by $23,000,000. 

Incomes under $800 are exempt from 
the tax, and graduated abatements are 
allowed on incomes between $860 and 
$2,500. The lowest rate in the last 
half century has 
One cent on the dollar. Since 1896, the 
highest rate hag be@n about 30 cents 
to the five dollars. In 1907 the yield 
was $1!59,000,000. as against $90,000,000 
in 1899. Every year reveals incomes 
previously covered up.

Hundreds of Italians, respectable and law-abiding, who would have been

It made no difference that the benefit was under the auspices of the 


many. The ambushed warnings multiplied regardless, and terrified Italians 
refrained from aiding a cause that had every call upon the finest impulses 
of mind and heart. | 

The incident reveals a delorable situation in the policing of the metrop- 
olis.. Directly, of course, the reproach and the menace falls upon New York 
city. Indirectly, it affects all America, since conditions that stimulate the 
spread of organized lawlessness anywhere, encourage a sinister contagion 
in every portion of the country. 

The developments that made a farce of the Petrosino benefit are tanta- 
mount to an announcement that the authorities of the metropolis of Amer- 
ica are powerless before the strength and plots of banded anarchy .and out: 
lawry. What evil and demoralizing influence such a status will exert upom 
New York and other American cities is open only to conjecture. 

Remedies have been indicated time and again by detectives and crim- 
inological experts familiar with the peculiar situation. They comprise, main- 
ly, an indefinite augmentation of the present small percentage of native 
Italians on the police force by others able to follow the devious trails of 
their murderous fellow-countrymen, slip into their haunts and deal their 
insolent organization a death-blow.

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GIVING THE WEATHER BUREAU DUE CREDIT. 


That destructive criticism is about the easiest thing in the world, and 


against the United States weather bureau, growing out of the inability of the 
service to foresee the blizzard that made inauguration day at Washington all 
it should not have been. 

Many of the animadversions have, of course, been good-natured, partak- 
ing more of casual facetiousness than a studied effort to impeach the funda- 
mental usefulness of this branch of the government. 

Fault-finding probably reaches high-tide in an article by Emerson Hough 
in Everybody’s Magazine. Mr. Hough charges that the Galveston storm and 
the hurricane that swamped the Portland were not forecasted by the bureau, 
and he maintains that such instances are sufficient to bring into dispute the 
regular functions of the bureau. ; 

Friends of the service have, however, brought forward direct evidence in 
rebuttal of the charges in each of these specific instances. Nor has the sys- 
tem, as it is now conducted, lacked for informed and vigorous defenders 
throughout American journalism. 

To the observing lay mind, anything like a broadside indictment of the 
efficiency of the bureau appears totally unfounded. Great strides have been 
made toward exactness in weather predictions, but it would be as childish 
to demand omniscience of the weather bureau as to expect infallibility of 
prediction in any other field as yet very far from attaining the methematical 
certitude of an exact science. . 

Proof of the practical usefulness of the bureau, in its various ramifica- 
tions, is too abundant for citation. Speaking broadly, it may be safely as- 
serted that the forecasts given out from Washington have been the means 
of saving millions of dollars in damage to shipping and to crops, and an ag- 
gregate of lives not easily lending itself to a reckoning. 

In the face of these achievements, and considering further that the weath- 
er bureau is about the most economically administered of any of the govern- 
ment departments, snap-judgment or “ipse dixit’ condemnation will hardly 
appeal to the diverse classes of Americans benefited by the skill and fidelity 
of Professor Moore and his national corps of assistants.

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CURING CONSUMPTION AT HOME. 


Claiming that exiling of tuberculous patients to far western latitudes 
was not essential to a cure, and that frequently the practice defeated the 
very end at which it aimed, Dr. Wallace J. Durel, of New Orleans, precip- 


ical Society. 
The weight of professional testimony and of lay experience is, however, 


upon his side. The recent anti-tuberculous exhibit in Atlanta emphasized 
as the most important factors in the treatment of this dreaded disease con- 
stant living and sleeping in the open air, hygienic living and due precautions 
for the safety of the non-infected public. | 

Illustration after illustration was given of cot-beds in use in New York 
city tenements, where the sheer proposal to send the patient to the west 
or the mountains would have discredited the physician with the people he 
was endeavoring to help. Medical journals also offer many instances of 
cures effected at home in this manner, even of the successful treatment of 
“lungers” compelled to remain at exacting daily indoor tasks. 

There can, of course, be no question that treatment in a _ properly 
equipped sanitarium is infinitely preferable as regards satisfactory results 
and safety to the general public. Patients remaining at home under the 
supervision of the family physician are apt to underdo his instructions, to 
become jndifferent to the fine regulations essential in combatting the malady 
and to the safety of those living about them. The hard-and-fast rules of the 
established institution and the alternative of obeying them or leaving, not 
only gives the patient a better chance in the fight for life, but they prove 
also of definite value in the education of the public after such patients leave 
the sanitariums. 

Conceding, even, these facts, there are still left countless thousands of 
tuberculous patients, many of them in incipient stages, who can neither af- 
ford the expense of a nearby sanitarium nor the time and money required 
for lengthy excursions to highland sections. 

To this host of sufferers, battling for renewed usefulness under depress- 
ing handicaps, the established feasibility of home treatment offers a distinct 


source of encouragement.

The press is, of course; an active and ay indispensable instrument in 
rousing the public conscience and training the public intelligence. 
But. the process, always prolonged and generally uncertain in its out- 
come and the stability of its results, would, in the first place, have largely 
been renderéd unnecessary had Americans reached voting age with a prac- 
tical, instead of a theoretical, conception of the obligations of citizenship 
and how to discharge them. 3 

Specifying thé course of studies to insure this end is, of course, another 
‘matter. Fundamentally, it must be such as will train the faculties of the 
coming American in the important functions of separating the essential from 
tbe non-essential, pretense from performance, demagogy from statesmanship. 
It must also impress vividly upon his mind the fact that unless the indi- 
vidual citizen develops a sense of personal responsibility in the government, 
and a degree of interest in the administration of its affairs commensurate 
with his interest in his private affairs, democratic institutions must ever 
be exposed to the perils of misrule; certainly that they will not reach the 
standard framed in the minds of our forefathers. 

Investigation, discussion and experiment along this line on part of those 
responsible for our educational idedls will be energy well invested.

“It was a trip I have wanted.to take 
since I was a boy,” sai@ Mr. Johnson 
yesterday, “and I thoréughly enjoyed 
every day of the tour. : 

“Taking a Ward Line steamer, the 
Monterey, from Havana for Vera Cruz, 
we stopped over for’a day at Progres- 
so, a port of Yucatan, 22 miles by rail 
from the capital, Merida, to which city 
about fifty of the passengers of the 
Monterey made an excursion, while 
the ship ley at anchor, discharging 
and taking on cargo. 


arrangement, with two-horse rubber- 
tired carriages—spanking teams—and 
driven to a modern, up-to-date hotel, 
where we were served with an excel- 
lent dinner. The afternoon was spent 
in driving over the city, over beauti- 


fully paved asphalt streets and boule- 
vards, taking in different objects of 
interest, among which are the cathe- 
dral, cave spring, the prettiest opera 
house I ver saw, costing $1,500,000, the 
pubHe buildings. markets, parks. etc. 

“Merida, the capital city of the state 
of Yucatan, has a population of 50,- 
000 souls, a majority of whom are 
Maya Indians of a pure type. Merida 
is a peculiar citv in two respects, viz., 
a city of windmills, there being no less 
than 6,800 within the corporate lim- 
its. There being no streams or springs 
in the country, water for all purposes 
is raised by these windmills. Thee 
other peculiarity ig its cleanliness. The 
whole city is swept over by hand ev- 
ery day. The people nearly all dress 
in immaculate white. The Indians at 
the markets, and the children on the 
streets seem to vie with each other 
as to who shall look the neatest. The 
bovs and girls all wear aprons to pre- 
vent their clothes beeoming = soiled. 
The people are very. polite. Do not 
stare at strangers, but will put them- 
selves to trouble to accommodate, 
when asked anv favor. 

‘We were all surprised that in this 
Out-of-the-way country we should find 
such an object lesson in the matter of 
cleanliness and urbanity. Yucatan 
Was once an independent country, but 
some sixty years ago, on account. of 
trouble with the Indians, the old Yu- 
catos, who own the country, sought 
annexation with Mexioo, and has since 
been one of the states of the repub- 
lic. 

“Yucatan is an agricultural country, 
and her agriculture {ts almost entirely 
confirmed to the growing of one plant 
—the sisal, a species of the cactus fam- 
ily, from the teaves of which is pro- 


duced a superior article of hemp. <As 
far as the eye can see, Immense ha- 
ciendos, or plantations of si!sal. can 
be seen on either side of the railroad. 
The peonage system of labor is in 
vogue. The peons are born. live and 
are buried on the same hacienda. I was 
told that there were only about 300 
such plantations in the whole state. 
Owned by about 200 Yucato families. 
Everything consumed by the people is 
imported. Nothing to eat ts produced, 
and there are no manufactures. The 
rich are very rich, and the poor very 
poor. 


Vera Crus. 


“As the sun was setting we again 
boarded Our good ship Monterey, and 
after a delightful sail of two nights 
and a day we hove to at the fine stone 
docks of Vera Cruz, at 6 o’clock a. m.. 
being four days out from Havana. 
Vera Cruz is a goodly city of 30,000 
people, and is Mexico’s chief sea port 
on the Gulf of Mexico. Through this 
port the major portion of Mexico's 
foreign commerce ig entered and clear- 
ed. It is the oldest port of the coun- 
try, and has an interesting history. It 
was there that Cortez landed in 1519, 
and began his conquering march, en- 
tering the eity of Mexico tn the same 
year. It was here also that General] 
Winfield Scott, commanding the Unit- 
ed States forces, landed and captured 
the city in the vear 1847. Tt was here 
aiso that the allied fleet of England 
France and Spain entered tn 1861-62 in 
a joint expedition against xico to 
compel the payment of her bonded 
debt. At least, this was the pretense.

The first in importance that I. will 
méntion is Cero Corde, where General 
Scott defeated Santa Ana in a pitehed 
battle. Without further Opposition, he 
marched on Puebla, which is the second 
city in size in Mexico, and, I may add 
the very dirtiest. From the fact that 
the spirit of improvement seems to 
have just reached Puebla, may be ac- 
counted the torn-up streets and their 
filthy condition. Everything is old- 
timey, nothing up-to-date. The _ atreet 
cars are drawn by little mules, but bet- 
ter things are promised. Six milés 
from Puebla is the town of Chojuia, in 
which is situated an old prenistoric 
Pyramid, with a temple on its summit. 
A day can be profitably spent in look- 
ing Over Puebla and Surroundings. Its 
cathedral, its markets. its onyx mines, 
its pyramids and temples, and ite his- 
tory are all interesting to the sight- 
seer. 

“Following General Scott's forward 
march, we come to the Dattlefields of 
Chunbusco, Padierna, Casa Mata, 
Molina del Rey, and the storming and 
capture of that impregnable (7?) forti- 
fication, Chapaitepec, which opened 
the gates of Mexico City to the forces 
of Uncle Sam, and which soon led to 
the treaty of Guadalupe, resulting ina 
final peace, and the cession to the United 
States of that vast territory comprising 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, and our 
Pacific coast states. 

“A pretty good job for a year's work, 
and a cash payment Of, $15,000,000. 


The Climate. 


“On account of the southerly latitude 
of Mexico, the idea prevails in 
country that the climate is extremely 
warm. Nothing is further from the 
truth. Its altitude gives it the most 
éequable climate, perhaps, to be found 
on the globe, that is, after leaving the 
lowlands on the coast. 

“Starting from Vera Cruz, where the 
altitude is only five feet above sea 
level, the climb is continuous, until the 
great plateau of central Mexicois reach- 
ed, at an altitude of over 7,000 feet. 
Mexico City is located in the central por- 
tion of this elevation, at a height above 
the sea of 7,360 feet. The thermometer 
ranges around 60 degrees in winter and 
not over 70 degrees in aunimer. Winter 
is the dry season, and summer § the 
rainy season. . 

“From October until May it never 
rains, and nearly all: streams go dry. 
From May unti] October it is apt to 
rain every afternoon at about 5 o'clock: 
then it clears, off, and gives opportu- 
nity for outings. I ws: informed by 
old residenta that summer is the most 
delightful time to visit Mexi-o. 


Mexico City. 


“Imagine that you have just arrived 
in Baltimore, and‘ are taking a drive 
over that city and viewing the solid 
business blocks, its churches, Ms hotels, 
ite parks, its monuments, its public 
buildings, its asphalted = streets and 
broad boulevards, dodgng its street cars, 
automobiles, carriages and carta; its 
streets thronged with pedestrians, dodg- 
ing yeu, end you will have a good idea 
of Mexico City, with a population of 
between £00,000 and 600,000, and grow- 
ing apace. Atlantans should be en- 
couraged in heft efforts to build alarge 
inland city. Mexico City is nearly 30C 
miles from havigable water. 

The Electric Street Cars. 

‘‘Mexico has a splendid system of eleo- 
tric lines; all start from a common cen- 
ier, the Plaza, making a circuit and 
returning. There are 42 linés going to 
ae many points in city and suburbs. 
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Each car has a trailer for second-class. 
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to 30 cents, according to distance, in 

Mexican mo which is worth just 

half of United States currency. 
Tourist Electric Cars, 

“Quite a feature of the electric system 
and which is patronized by tourists, 
are large and elegantly upholstered 
coaches, painted {in white and gold, and 
lettered ‘‘Seeing Mexico.’’ These cars 
make two trips each day, morning and 
afternoon, and go to all historic places 
of interest around the city and suburbs, 
accompanied by a competent guide and 
lecturer, speaking English. The fare 
for each trip is $2 Mexican money. I 
believe our own street car company 
could profit by a similar enterprise, and 
be a good médium for advertising the 
city besides. 


Bull Fights. 


“I have seen one prize fight and do not 
wish to see another. I nave also seen 
one Mexican bull tight, and do not wish 
to see another. My curiosity to see 
whatever is to be seen, led me to visit 
both. 1 am surfeited. 

“tavery Sunday afternoon the people— 
mostiy the riff-ram—respectability neith- 
er approves nor attends—gather  oby 
thousands tu witness this national but 
most brutal sport. ‘Lhe Plaza ‘Toros is 
the bull ring—a great circular concrete 
building, capable of seating 30,000 peo- 
ple. ‘ine general admissiou is 25 cents 
for the sunny side and 80 cents for the 
shady side. Boxes and reserved seats 
are nigher. ‘There ig in attendance a 
company of soldiers to secure order. ihe 
brass band plays. The president takes 
his seat near the ring in a gorgeously 
aecorated box. He is king of the oc- 
casion. The bugle sounds. The “com- 
pany” enters, consisting of banderiller- 
08, picadors, capeadors and matadors, 
mounted on galty caparisioned horses 
and mules—the latter to be. used in 
dragging out the dead horses and bulls. 
The pull enters. ‘He looks around. Red 
Mags are shown him. Two or three 
blindfolded horses are ridden into the 
ring. The bull disembowels them. 
Shining spears with barbed points are 
thrust into the shoulders of the bull. 
He is enraged now. Piunges at every 
One in sight. Now is the time for the 
matador .o get in his work. . After sev- 
eral attempts he at last plunges a keen- 
edged sword between the shoulders of 
the bul] into his heart. He bellows, 
trembles, spews blood in streams from 
his mouth; slowly sinks to the ground 
and—dies! The bugle sounds; the band 
Plays. The matador walks around the 
ring and is cheered by the multitude. 
The dead animals are dragged out by 
the neck. 1 saw the above repeated 
seven times aut the one entertainment 
lasting about three hours. The only 
time 1 cheered was when the bull 
plunged into a horse and wounded his 
rider, which was the only damage that 
happened to a man. 


President Diaz. 

“In company wiih some friends, I 

called on President Diaz at his palace 
in the city. He was out of town fhat 
day reviewing a body of troops at a 
distant function. So much to my regret 
I did not see this unique and distin- 
guished statesman. We were, however, 
Shown through his palace—thge most 
Zorgeous apartments 1 ever visited. 1 
saw more gold and silver plate in his 
bamqueting nall than I ever saw in aii 
my life. Being invited by our guide to 
take a seat in the chair of State, in 
the cabinet room, I delivered a speech 
in pantomime, at which the guide 
seemed intensely amused. 
“I do not suppose that there isa ruler 
in thes world today, or that one has 
lived within many centuries past, who 
has enjoyed such unbounded confidence 
of his people, or has been given such 
carte biancne to rule as he may, as has 
been given this remarkable man. Gen- 
eral Diaz, as everybody calls him, is 
the waole thing. I heard several 
stories concerning him which indicates 
his imperial, though wise sway. He 
gave out a contract to have the har- 
bor of Vera Cruz deepened to twenty- 
six feet. About the time the contract 
was completed the contractor suggest- 
ed that the harbor should be thirty 
feet deep on account of larger vessels 
being able to enter. ‘Then dig it 
thirty feet,’ replied General Diaz. It 
Was done and he paid him for the extra 
work without consulting anybody. 


No Strikes in Mexico. 


“Another story goes on to say that 
some time back the railway employees 
formed a union, and in contemplation 
of striking for higher wages, asked a 
conference of General Diaz on the sub- 
ject with a view of getting his ad- 
vice: After listening to the leaders, he 
replied thus: ‘Now, gentlemen, 1 have 
heard your side of the question. I arn 
here to do all I can for the advance- 
ment of our people, and the welfare of 
the country, and to keep faith with 
these Americans who came on our in- 
vitation and built our railroads, develop- 
ing our country. I promised’ them pro- 
tection for their investments, Before 
they came our country was an unde- 
veloped waste. You were getting 40 
cents a day as wages for your labor, 
and half of that payable in corn and 
the balance in depreciated money. “Now 
you are being paid from two to five 
dollars a day in good money. I think 
it best that you do not strike, and if 
you do I will have the last one of you 
shot,’ 

“There was no strike. 

“Another instance jis related of a 
strike in a very large clote™g factory, 
where the clothing, etc., for the army 
is made. He put a prompt end to the 
strike by sending a company ef _ so)- 
diergs and having the strikers shot down 
on the spot. 

“T was in. company with a party of 
tourists, and upon visrting the ceme- 
tery on Guadeloupe hill, where states- 
men are buried, a gentleman raised his 
kodak to take a photograph of a cer- 
tain tomb when the guide raised his 
hand in protest, saying, ‘General Diaz 
don't allow pictures taken in this cem- 
etery.’ I mention these instances to 
show how completely Prest@ent Diaz 
holds sway over the whole country and 
all its interests, and how all classes re- 
gard him. 


Americans tn Mexico. 


‘“‘Most of thé mining interests of the 
country, chiefly silver, is in the hands 
of Americans. They are in evidence 
everywhere, and more coming. It is 
estimated that 12,000 reside in the City 
of Mexico alone. Whenever a foreigner 
asks for a concession of any kind he 
must show his good fajiith.-by showing 
his money, and lodging it where it can 
be found when necessary. Fakirs and 
fakes have no showing with President 
Diaz or his able cabinet, which he se- 
lects with that rare go0d common sense 
and judgment for which he is so justly 
celebrated. 

Mexico’s Rallroads. 


“When General Diaz was first pro- 
claimed president, in 1877, there was 
but one railroad in operation. That 
was the Mexican railroad, running be- 
tween Mexico City and Vera Cruz, 263 
miles. Now there are over fifty differ- 
ent lines in operation, covering the 
republic in a network and extending 
across from the Texas border to 
Gautemala, and from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico to the Pacific ocean, comprising 
several thousand miles. 

“The government controls and oper- 
ates most of them—owning 51 per cent 
of the stock and indorsing the bonds. 
The management is superb. I never 
rode on a train that was behind sched- 
ule time. Conductors speak English, 
and are very polite and accommodat- 
ing. There are three classes of cars 
on all passenger trains, and Pullman 
sleepers and. dining cars on all through 
trains. If you are traveling on a tour- 
ist ticket and wish to visit any place 
off route, you can get off at any junc- 
tion point, visit the desired place over 
another road, retu and resume your 
journey without any extra cost. Men- 
tion your wishes to the conductor and 
he will indorse your ticket giving this 
privilege. If you ask why this un- 
usual courtesy, the answer will be, 
‘General Diaz wants you to see the 
country.’ I availed myself of this priv- 
jlege, in visiting Puebla en route from 
Vera Cruz to* Mexico ty. <A state-

The necessity for cutting down the 
cost of producing cotton has often been 
insisted upon in these columns. Doypbt- 
lesg many farmers have been daily 
impressed with the soundness of the 
position ang have taken some of the 
steps necessary to accomplish the de- 
Stred result. 
thorough preparation, libe and ju- 
ditious fertilizing, the qlanting of the 
very best varieties, etc., are the prom- 
inent factors in securing the object. 
While very few farmers grow corn @s a 
market crop, or consider it at all as a 
money crop,’”’ nevertheless it ig just 
as essential that this crop shall be pro- 
duced at the lowest possible cost per 
bushel. Indeed, the afgument applies to 
every crop grown on the farm and to 
every species of work tobe performed. 
It is important therefore that at every 
step in the growing of a crop, from the 
Selection, of the seed to the final dis- 
position of the-matured results the very 
best implements shall be used in @he 
most effective time-saving manner. 
‘Time is money,” the old proverb says, 
ang time saved is money saved. 

As one of the means to the end of the 
saving of time. and increasing the ef- 
fectiveness. of theelabor of both man and 
heast, the broadcast harrowing of 
young corn and cotton is entitled to 
first consideration. It is only of late 
years that the slant-tooth smoothing 
harrow and later the weeder have been 
used to scarify the fields, break the in- 
cipient crust and destroy the grass and 
other weeds even before these make 
their appearance. If the land has been 
well prepared ang the crop properly 
Planted there is no means of culture 
that will prove more effective and 
labor-saving than the use of the harrow 
or weeder ag indicated. &’nd I am glad 
to know that the method is becoming 
more and more generally adopted every 
year. The object of this article is not 
to confirm or exhort, on this subject, 
those farmers who have “got on to it.”

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culture to that in corn production. Start 
the harrow and the weeder early. Don’t 
wait for the crop to come up, but begin 
shortly after planting and kee it up 
every six or eight days .until the cotton 
is four or five inches high. There will 
then be Httle or no grass, and chopping 
will be done at one-fourth the expenee. 
The stand will not be injured. either. 
In fact, ft will usually be better, on 
account of the better condition of the 
soil; but if you are afraid, use a little 
more seed. you are still afraid of 
injury to the crop, just try an acre or 
two this year and be convinced. It does 
not injure fhe stand for other mes, 
therefore, we feel sure it will not for 
you. Do not assure yourself that such 
methods of cultivation will not work on 
your soil because of some fancied lo- 
cal or peculiar condition. It will work 
in. your case and on yotrr soll aiso, if 
the land was well prepared and the soil 
well fined before planting.”’ 

Just as the author intimatés in 
first sentence, I remember that I was 
utterly incredulous when I first read of 
the plan not many wears ago. I thought 
it was an idea evolved from the teem- 
ing brain of a crank writer. But I 
tried it and Was at once convinced (but 
not against my will). 

On comparatively smooth land, with a 
soft, mellow soil, a two-horse harrow, or 
a gang of two or three harrows, a1! 
with teeth slanting backward, may be 
used, saving the labor of one hand by 
using thus a double team. On many 
fisids any of the widely spreading weed. 
ers will do the work effectively. Think 
of it; a weeder spreading only eight feet 
and drawn by one horse or mule will 


leaving the surface in beautiful 
condition for repeating the work within 
a week or ten days or after the next 
rainfall. 

It should be admitted-that on a rough, 
poorly prepared soil, with corn stalks 
and big bunches of old crab grass, the 
pian will not work so well. -Nor will 
any other plan. In such cases the 
first work consists in half-doing after 
the crop was planted what should have 
been thoroughly. done before planting. 
The cart has been put before the horse, 
when the crop was planted before the 
land was prepared. 

I would like to hear from some of 
those who have tried the plan and ap- 
prove it, and also from some—if any

FARMER’ ON COTTON 

CULTURE. 

“Young Parmer,” Covington, Ga.— 
Am a young farmer 26 years old. Have 
deen a reader of The Constitution ever 
since I have been farming, and have 
learned a eal from your col- 
umns, for which I am very grateful to 
you. 

I wish to gtve my ,;,method of “farming 
and ask you to comment on same. 

‘I will plamt twenty acres in cotton 
forty acres in bottom corn, plenty of 
peas, sorghum, clover, etc. Have ten 
acres of oats, sowed last fall; fifty acres 
of meadow and plenty of pasture. 

Have two mules, one horse. one colt, 
two hogs and forty-one head of cows. 

r is very scarce here. Hawve only 
one hand, so have to do most of my 
own work. ° 

Por convenience, I will take two acres 
of cotton and to describe the way 
I prepare and cultivate it. 

In the first week in January I broad- 
casted and turned under with two- 
horse plow, twenty -five loade (t wo-horse) 
cow pen manure (cows fed on hay and 
pastured only) on land that made last 
year |,000 pounds seed cotton per acre.. 
As soon as the ground was dry enough 
to plow after each rain, I harrowed 
with cutaway and 60-tooth drag har- 


row. 
On April ! opened furrows and laid 
off 4-foot rows at same time with 
Avery's two-horse disc cultivator. Ran 
long scooter in bottom of furrow and 
put in !A400 pounds Armours 9—3—3 
guano, and bedded back with disc ecul- 
tivator.

Answer: I think your general plan is 
very good indeed, and should give good 
results in crops and a gradual but cer- 
tain improvement in the productiveness 
of your farm. With an application. of 
25 2-horse loads of ‘‘cowpen manure, 
to only two acres of land that made 
1000 pounds of seed cotton per acre 
last year, should obviate the necessity 
for so highly ammoniated guano as 
9-3-3. However, you know the quality 
of the manure better than I. It would 
be very poor manure, a ton of which 
would not be equal to 25 pounds of cot- 
ton seed meal. Assuming that equival- 
ent as a basis, the 25 loads.to two acres 
would be about 300 pounds of meal per 
acre, and the total per acre would be 
equivalent in plant food to 1,000 pounds 
analyzing about 7.50—4.80—2.70, which 
is quite high in introgen, qr low in 
phosphoric acid, as you please to ex- 
press it. The resulting tendency would 
be a “weedy” growth and imperfect, 
or late, maturity of fruit.

UPLAND RICE—TEXAS SUGARCANE. 
A. Z. Kelsey. Macon, Ga.—I have 
some upland rice I wish to plant. I 
have no swamp land or very low upon 
which to plant rice. so I got the up- 
land rice instead of the lowland rice. 
My land is sandy. 
1. Please tell me 
I am experimneting, on this rice. 
have some places which are low be- 
tween hills, but the way I understand 
high Jand rice is that you can plant 
it on any high land 

2. Can you tell me whege I can get 
the Texas ribboncane? PTease tell me 
all about that highland rice. I want 
to plant next week. 

Replying to yours of the Ist: 

Answer: (1!) Upland rice will grow 
fairly well on any good, dry- upland, 
but better on. land naturally somewhat 
moist. I have seen it growing (and 
have grown it myself) on ordinary up- 
lands, such as are adapated to corn, cot- 
ton and other crops. It should be sown 
at the rate of about one peck of rough 
rich to the acre, in rows 2% to 3 feet 
apart, and cultivated as corn or cotton. 
It is said that a good corn fertilizer is 
also adapted for rice, say one analyz- 
ing about 8-3-2, or 8-2-2, with 25 pounds 
of nitrate of soda applied as a top- 
dressing, for each 200 pound bag of the 
fertilizer.

It does not clearly ap- 
pear from your question whether ypu 
wish my opinion of fact that there 
were so many rocks in the guano that 
you could not distribute it with a ma- 
chine, or simply my idea of the value 
of the Peruvian guano. so I will an-| 
swer as to both. The Peruvian guano 
you used was boubtless genuine im- 
ported Peruvian guano and the pres? 
ence of “rocks” in it was evidence of 
its genuineness rather than its spu- 
riousness, for I never saw any iff it 
was free of stones (“rocks’’.) These 
Tmav easily be screened out. But it 
was not probably the so-called “‘Chu- 
cha Island’ guano, which was long 
since exhausted. I used some of this 
modern Peruvian guano several years

I am satisfied it will kill them. .Tell 
the readers of your paper not to try it.
